~—The new arrangement of the armories in
the Tower of London is now nearly com-
plete. My, Planche has effectively disposed
the old treasures, gronped them in chrono-
logical order, corrected many strange errors
of former custodinns, and brought ont of
neglected corners and imperfectly-searched
stores several very owrious items., The
interior of the galleries, where these works
are shown, has been redecorated, the old
banners removed, and the whole brought into
apt keeping by mew decorations, 'The
medimeval arms look splendid, and are on that
account well worth a visit. Sorting of foreign
armor and weapons has been strictly per.
formed, and incongrnous trophies of modern
weapons banished from the neighborhood.
Of old arms, ancient specimens are grouped
in their places, Queen FElizabeth's armory
now contains an assemblage of effigies, bear-
ing all varieties of the weapons which were
used in her roign.

—We read in Le Menestrel that Madame
Patti is noxious to appear at the Italiens
next season in Mignen and La Filie du Begi-
ment, Unfortunately, those works belong to
the Opers Comique, the directors of which,
on application made, declined to transfer
their property. During the negotiations the
following note was sent to MM. de Leuven
and Du Locle, in the joint nnme of Madame
Patti and M, Bagier:—*“Madame Patti ne
demande que Miguon durepertoire de 'Opera
Comique, et, si ¢'est possible, 'accomplisse.

A number of Hungavinn s fecling
that their country is not fully known or pro-
perly appreciated in Europe, have fonnded n
periodical, in the German lnnguege, ealled the
Hingarian Review, the fivst volnme of which
is now before us. Its contents are chiefly of
o seientifie cast.  The geology of Hungary is
sketched by Herr von Hantken; papers on the
Flora and Fauna of the conntry follow; and
we then have a Mall acconnt of its political
economy, its scientific institutions, recent
wrehaological discoveries, and modeyn men of
learning, Such a table of contents is com-
plete enough to answer its purpose, and we
hope the German literary world, to which the
Revicie is especially addressed, will receive it
with due consideration,

—Frand in Indin has now gone as far as
the manufacture of wild beasts for the pur-
pose of cheating the Government., Our
readers know that premimms are paid by the
Indian Government for slaying wild beasts;
so tigers, bears, and leopards are made to go
as far as they can. First, the skin is sent in,
with a skull of wood fitted into the head:
secondly, the real skull is bronght forward;
and sometimes, a8 a third resonrce, the real
tiger ox bear is dispensed with, and the skull
of a hog or jackal 18 tendered, provided with
false teeth, and covered with pigskin, monlded
on 4 real tiger's head. We must, therefore,
have had untrustworthy slatistics of the
abundance of wild beasts in India. Some of
the monsters were beasts of straw. The
skulls are now ordered to be smasked and the
skins to be sold.

—The London Atleneim velates the
lowing:—

The correspondence about the morality of
Foprmos is suspected by wicked peopla to be
a part of the play. We, of course, do not
share in the suspicion, The letters, however,
could not have been deliberately penned to
better issune—that of inereasing the attraction
of the piece. They do remind us of Sterne's
letter to Garrick, in 1762, written in Paris,
*Crebillon has made an invention with me
which, if he is not too lazy, will be no bad
persiflage.  As soon as I get to 'Tonlonse, he
has agreed to write to me an expostulatory
letter on the indecorousness of “Tristram
Shandy,  which is to be answered by recrimi-
nations upon the liberties in his own works.
These are to be printed together, ‘Crebillon
against Sterne,’ ‘Sterne agninst Crebillon;’ the
copy to be sold, and the money equally
divided. This,” says Sterne, *‘is good Bwiss
policy.”

—Harman's “‘Caveat” of 1567 A, D, being
the standard work on the rogues and boggors
of Elizabeth’s time, there has been some
hesitation about allowing that he was pre-
